If reference is made to the dis- 
tance the crow must fly to return 
to the roost after a day of feeding 
and frolicking, the distance may 
be as much as 15 to 20 miles. 

When the winds of winter begin to 
grow old, the crows congregate and 
select a roosting site, usually some 
very secluded spot where they are 
not likely to be bothered. Each morn- 
ing, groups of crows will fly off in 
various directions, to some productive 
feeding ground they discovered in 
earlier travels, or else just rolling 
along with the breeze until some corn 
{eld or other spot catches their eye. 

During the cold months of the 
year, crows establish definite 
“flight lanes” from their roost to 
the feeding grounds. This flight 
line may follow the route of a 
stream, or cross the same fields 
every day, with little change 
unless something happens to dis- 
turb their routine. Crow shooters 
will tell you that the birds are apt 
to change their flight line after 
they have been fired upon several 
times. They will also change the 
Position of their roost to get away 
from bothersome hunters. 

Some roosts contain only a few 
birds. Others may accommodate thou- 
sands, The call of crows descending 
upon a big roost at twilight can be 
heard for miles on @ quiet day. They 
begin winging in the late afternoon, 
firat in small groups, then in columns 
and findlly, at dusk, in endless, waves 
that stretch as far as the eye can see. 
The instinct that guides their nighty 
Feturn to the roost is remarkable. Even 
after darkness envelops the country- 
side, late-arrivals, aided by the throaty 
¢ries from their roosting brothers, wing 
their way to roost. 

When spring comes, the roost 
dwindles away as the crows pair 
off and begin to set up their own 
housekeeping — a little home for
